ings have never been mentioned, in 
fact are not known to the average eol- 
dier fighting in France, writes Hal 
O'Flaherty in the New York Sun. 


To the citizen unacquainted with tlu- 


affairs of giant armies the mention of 
the term general headquarters brings 
up a picture of a building in the heart 
of the great army activities, with mud- 
splattered couriers dashing up on horse 
or cycle and with sentries pacing to 
and fro armed to the teeth, w hile wor- 
ried generals sit about great tables 
within tracing upon their maps the 
various positions in the front line. 


The fact of the matter is that Brit- 


ish general headquarters is perhaps 
the most peaceful and orderly place 
that one could imagine. The roads ap- 
proaching the main buildings are not 
linrd w ith troops and paraphernalia ol 
wnr, nor is there any ol the much- 
laiked-of dramatics of fighting.

Food Which WiD Provide the 
Most Protein at Smallest Cost 


(From the United StattB Department of 


Agriculture.) 


Because protein is so Important to 


the health of the body. It is not con- 
•idered desirable in diets consisting of 
the ordinary combinations of food mu 
terials to cut down the quantity in the 
dally food below 3% ounces per adult 


and proportionate amounts for 


women and children. 


Bow then can the housekeeper re-. 


luce the cost of food and still provide 
enough of this necessary but expensive 
material? The best way is to learn 
bow much protein Is,provided by dif- 
ferent kinds of food and then choose 
the kinds which will furnish what the 
family needs for the lowest cost and 
with the least waste. This task will be 
Mtsier if the housewife will group In 
her mind the foods which are rich In 
protein and then consider ways of sub- 
stituting less expensive for more ex- 
pensive ones. 


The lists given below include some 


3f the more common foods in which, 
protein Is abundant and show in a gen- 
eral way the amounts and proportion 
3f protein in the different kinds as 
they are purchased; that is, including 
refuse, such as bones and gristle, egg 
(bells, etc.

In considering the amount of pro- 


tein supplied by certain foods, one 
must make a distinction between the 
:ooked and the uncooked state. Dried 
egumes and cereals, for example, 
usually take up considerable water 
during cooking, and thus become more 
bulky and dilute. A pound of baked 
beans supplies the body with about 
one-third as much protein as a pouud 
of raw beans. 
Oatmeal takes up so 


much water in cooking that a pound 
of boiled oatmeal has only about one- 
eighth the food value of a pound of 
raw. 
A pound of raw beans or oatmeal 


would have practically the same total 
food value after cooking as before, but 
their weight would be greater. In the 
same way, a cupful of raw beans or 
oatmeal would make several cupfuls 
when cooked. 


When eggs are beaten, as in making 


omelets and meringues, air is forced 
into them and they become more 
bulky. In this way a given number of

Big, 
good-looking cockerels are the 


kind sent away. This man has a good 
laying strain, but he does not claim 
the cockerels have extraordinary rec- 
ords back of them. Cockerels which 
do not come up to his standard he sells 
as roasters. 


AN EXPERT ON POTATOES 


eggs can often be made to serve more 
persons than if they are prepared with- 
out healing; but each person gets less 
eggs. If meat is made into stew, it 
goes further, because- the water adds 
to the bulk of the dish ; but the finished 
dish has much lower protein and fuel 
value than the original meat. When 
meat is cooked without water, as in 
roasting, broiling or frying, there is not 
much change in its composition. 


A housekeeper in choosing foods at 


market rightly compares them in their 
raw state; but when she is considering 
them as they are actually served at 
meals, she must remember these differ- 
ences in cooking. They should also 
be considered in choosing dishes at 
restaurants.

The best way is to learn 
how much protein is provided by dif­ 
ferent kinds of food and then choose 
the kinds which will furnish what the 
family needs for the lowest cost and 
with the least waste. This task will be 
pasler If the housewife will group In 
ber mind the foods Nvhlch are ricli In 
protein and then consider w’aysof sub- 
Btltuting less expensive for more ex­ 
pensive ones. 
The lists given below include some 
Df tlie more common foods In which, 
protein Is abundant and show^ In a gon- 
pral way the amounts and proportion 
Df protein In the dliTerent kinds as 
they are purchased; that is.

A pound of baked 
beans supplies the body with about 
one-third as much protein as a pound 
of raw beans. 
Oatmeal tiikes up so 
much water in cooking I hat a pound 
of boiled oatmeal has only about one- 
eighth the food value of a pound of 
raw. A pound of raw beans or oatmeal 
would have practically the same total 
food value after cooking as before, but 
their weight would be greater. 
In the 
same way. a cupful of raw beans or 
oatmeal would make several cupfuls 
when cooked. 
When eggs are beaten, as in making 
omelets and meringues, air is forced 
into them and they become 
inore 
bulky. In this way a given number of 
eggs can often bo made to serve more 
persons than if they are prepared with­ 
out boAting; but each i)erson gets less 
eggs. 
If meat is made into stew, it 
goes further, because the water adds 
to the bulk of the dish ; hut the finished 
dish has much lower protein and fuel 
value than the original meat. 
When 
meat Is cooked without water, as In 
roasting, broiling or frying, there is not 
much change in its composition. 
A housekeeper In choosing foods at 
market rightly compares them in their 
raw state; but when she Is considering 
them as they are Jictually served at 
meals, she must remember these differ­ 
ences in cooking. 
Tliey should also 
be considered in choosing dishes at 
restaurants.

Tausz; 
but 
documentary 
evidence 
points to a Dutch spectacle maker, 
Hans Lippershey, as the man who dis­ 
covered the germ of the Idea. 
In the archives of Holland is a pe­ 
tition, presented October 2, 1G08, in 
which Lipi)ershey asks for w’hat would 
now be ctilled a patent for an instru­ 
ment for seeing at a distance. 
The 
senators were given a demonstration 
of the contrivance in the turrets of the 
prince's paltice, and the committee 
was so much impressed that they gave 
an order for three telescopes. 
The 
price paid was 000 ilorlns, or about 
$370 etich.
